United States army chemists have pro 
duced a gas so powerful a ton of it “could 
kill 45,000,000 people’.

This matter concluded, the Council 
turned to other business, and, it is added 
with eloquent brevity: “The Ethiopian 
delegates were excluded’. Thus a mem- 
ber-nation of the League was struck from 
the roster of independent states, by the 
same authority that had guaranteed its 
integrity and condemned its assassin 

It is to be hoped the spokesmen for the 
smaller nations in mid-Europe knew not 
what they did. They could have held Bri- 
tain and France to their pledges, and did 
not. th absolving them they threw away 
what remained of security for themselves 
under the aegis of the League. 

When the Ethiopian delegates were ex- 
pelled there went with them all that was 
promised and all that was implied for 
these smaller nations in the covenant of 
the international organization for peace 
and national safety. What has happened 
to Ethiopia with their sanction may hap- 
pen to any one of them; and likely will 
happen to all of them in due, course. 

Some of the delegates must have won- 
dered how long it will be before they fol- 
low the Ethiopian spokesmen into outer 
darkness and the Council gives formal re- 
cognition to the striking of their countries’ 
names from the roll of nations,

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Your Health DR. FRANK: MeCOY 


In yesterday's article I explained how con- 
stipation and over-eating might operate in pro- 
ducing the condition called liver sluggishness. 
Another cause of the liver becoming lazy is lack 
of exercise, as this encourages a slowing up of 
bile. Active exercise seems to have considerable 
power to cause the bile to flow more freely—and 
walking appears to be particularly beneficial, 


Exercise not only affects the liver beneficially 
by causing a better bile flow but is also of benefit 
in another way through improving metabolism, 
Metabolism is profoundly influenced by exer- 
cise, and the person who is exercising vigorously 
will be able to burn up a larger amount of food 
than the one who is physically inactive. I have 
found that long walks in the open air, with deep 
breathing exercises, will bring about astonish- 
ing results in correcting faulty metabolism and 
in adjusting the manufacture of bile so that only 
the right amount is secreted. 

The liver may fail to do its work as it should 
chiefly because of bad habits which waste ner- 
vous energy needed by the liver in carrying out 
its own labors. This explains why it is that such 
excesses as late hours, lack of sleep, and nervous 
tension, often appear to have so much power in 
producing the torpid or lazy liver. 

Liver sluggishness may produce such symp- 
toms as dizziness, headache, interference with 
digestion, distaste for food, black spots before 
the eyes, lack of energy and marked mental de- 
pression which makes the patient feel “blue” and 
downhearted. 

The treatment in these cases of liver slug- 
gishness is to correct the faulty habits of living 
directly responsible, changing them to good 
ones. At the start it is often advisable to go on 
a fruit juice fast for a few days, as the acid fruit 
juice will often serve the purpose of waking up 
the liver and getting it to work better. The 
fasting treatment should be accompanied by 
daily enemas. The patient will probably be 
helped by using the fast about five days and 
then using a diet of non-starchy vegetables for 
two or three days, using the cooked green leafy 
vegetables instead of the regular meals. He is 
then ready to return to a well-balanced diet, as 
the liver is by this time probably ready to do a 
normal amount of work. However, large amounts 
of sugar and fat should be avoided by those hav- 
ing this tendency to become “liverish.” 

When the liver seems especially sluggish, the 
use of hot applications over the entire liver re- 
gion will be found helpful. The sedentary 
worker who wishes to stir up a lazy liver will 
find it necessary to take more exercise. Intes- 
tinal cleanliness is also important. 

Fortunately, very satisfactory results are 
usually obtainable in these sluggish liver cases 
and it is generally possible to get the liver back 
into such good condition that it is well able to 
do a reasonable amount of work. The patient 
then feels better, looks better, and is better in 
every way—being able to forget that the liver 
was ever sluggish or “mulish.”

Questions And Answers 

QUESTION: Kelly writes: “One of my friends 
told me of a theory that foods are absorbed in 
the body according to electrical attraction. Does 
this theory have any scientific followers?” 

ANSWER: Insofar as I know, the members 
of the Vienna Society of Biology are doing the 
most work along this line. The theory, briefly 
stated, is this: The relationship between the 
cells and the blood is controlled by the differ- 
ence in potential—in other words, in the elec- 
tric field of the body, the serum of the blood 
acts as a negative pole and the cells of the tis- 
sues act as a positive pole. Nourishing sub- 
stances found in food are repelled or attracted 
by the poles, following the law of electrical re- 
pulsion and attraction. Because of differences 
in the food materials, some food ‘substances will 
be attracted to the cells and will penetrate the 
cell structure, while some foods will be repelled 
and will stay in the blood. This is the theory 
as I understand it, but of course it is as yet only 
a theory and how widely it will be adopted in 
the future remains to be seen. 

QUESTION: A. S. T. wants to know: “What 
does a dentist mean when he tells the patient 
the latter has a ‘dry socket’?” 

ANSWER: Technically speaking, in dentistry 
a dry socket means a certain condition uncov- 
ered when a tooth is extracted and there is no 
bleeding, no blood clot and the exposure of a 
dry, hard, glassy bone. However, one of my 
dentist friends informs me that this term is used 
in conversation with the layman when the dent- 
ist is describing an infection with a breakdown 
of the blood clot. This dentist explained there 
is a better mental effect upon the patient when 
he is told he has a dry socket than when told 
he has an infection,

He sug- 
gested that he be given suspended 


sentence Judge Crawford in 
remanding the accused intimated 
he would not acceed to the sus- 


pended sentence request 

The perjury charges arise out of 
evidence given by the accused at 
an appeal brought by him against 
a conviction and three-month 
sentence imposed by Magistrate A 


H. Gibson, K.C., on a charge of 
contributing to the delinquency of 
@ juvenile. 

At that trial Tourigny testified 
that he had never given drugs to 
the girl to procure an abortion and 
also that he had never visited a 
turkish bath establishment in her 
company 
AWAITING SENTENCE 


Joseph Humen, proprietor of the 
turkish baths, is awaiting sentence 
on a perjury charge arising out of 
evidence given by him = at 
Tourigny’s appeal before Judge 
Crawford. During that hearing he 
testified that “at no time had 
Tourigny brought a woman to the 
Turkish baths.” He will up 
for sentence before Magistrate A 
H. Gibson May 20 after 
pleading guilty to the charge 

In a_ statement given to 
police, Humen said he had 
threatened with prosecution 
selling liquor by Tourigny, a police 
officer and another person if he 
did not give the evidence that no 
women had come to the Turkish 
baths with Tourigny.

“Anyone having trouble with his | 
casting didn’t learn the fundamen- 
tals properly and, in trying to pick

“I can take a fellow who never | 
had a fly rod in his hand and, in| 
three minutes, he will be making | 
casts from 25 to 40 feet. The secret | 
is that he learns nothing but the 
fundamentals and those, once ac- | 
quired, will enable him to go on|

“In 99 cases out of 100, the most | 
common fault is too light a line for 
the rod. The primary thing is cor- 
rectly balanced tackle, which takes 
much of the responsibility off the | 
muscles in the actual cast 

“Because women aren't as strong 
and don't abuse their tackle, they 
are easier to teach than men 


SKY'S THE LIMIT 

“Shoot for the moon’ with the 
backcast. Height allows your line 
to straighten out behind without 
falling into the water, and gives 
speed to the forwarc. cast.”

| ALL PURPOSE RODS 


The average angler can’t afford 
rods for all types of casting and 
for that reason there are all-pur- 
pose rods which come close to doing 
all four types of casting satisfac- | 
torily. 

“I've listened to fishermen tell 
about the big one that got away 
and frequently it has been because 
the fisherman didn't strike proper- 
ly,” asserts Accetta, “The quick- 
est and best way to hook a fish 
with a fly rod is to lift the rod 
sharply and, at the same time, 
take up the slack with the left 
hand. 

“This enables the 
strike on a tight line 
he has to pull up all the sila 
the rod, making it impossible to 
strike in the split second neces- 
sary.
